French Poised 


For Outbreak 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—(4)—A vast 
underground Army numbering up- 
ward of 2,000,000 Frenchmen is 
poised for mass revolt against 
Pierre Laval’s program of forced 
labor for the Germans, a Fighting 
French spokesman Said tonight as 
reports of mutinies, desertions and 
suicides among Hitler's own troops 
in Norway were added to accounts 
of spreading unrest in conquered 
Europe. 

Laval either must back down on 
his plan to conscript 150,000 skill- 
ed workers for the Nazis or be 
thrown out of office on a wave of 
revolt, the French spokesman pre- 
dicted. If he does back down 
this source added, the Germans 
themselves might oust the Vichy | 
government chief. 

With the critical French situa- 
boiling toward a showdown, 
this was the picture elsewhere in 
Nazi-conquered lands, as drawn by 
dispatches from the continent and

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(4#)— 
United States warships, joining in 
the Battle of the Solomons, have 
bombarded and blown up ammu- 
nition dumps 
collected for their all-out assault 
on the Marine and Army men at 
Guadalcanal, the Navy disclosed 
late today. 

Whether this accurate shooting 
by the Navy, coupled with  con- 
stant, furious assaults on the en- 
emy from the air, had thrown the 
Japanese timetable awry was not 
stated, but the fact remained that 
at last reports the big enemy land 
offensive had not yet got under 
way. 

“No recent troop activity or en- 
emy landings on Gaudacanal have 
been reported,” said a Navy com- 
munique. 

Fleet Heard From. 


The communique, containing the 
first report in more than a week 
of the fleet’s activity in waters 
previously believed dominated by 
| the Japanese, said that American 
‘surface vessels shelled the _ en- 
emy’s positions in northwestern 
Guadalcanal the morning of Octo- 
ber 17, with direct hits setting off 
heavy explosions and fires in am- 
munition dumps. 

The presence of American war- 
ships appeared to foreshadow a 
possible early engagement be- 
tween the opposing surface ves- 
sels which could prove decisive 
to the outcome of the Solomons 
campaign.

MOSCOW, Oct. 20.—(4)—Sutl- 
den death spread by Russian rifles 
and artillery among the 75,000 
Germans attacking a narrow sec- 
tor of northwest Stalingrad was 
reported weakening the Nazi of- 
fensive today, limiting its gains 
to a single block of ruined houses. 

The resolute Russians declared 
they had converted the latest Ger- 
man offensive, now five days old, 
into a long grinding battle like 
its forerunners by wholesale kill- 
ing of the attackers, and wearing 
down the survivors to exhaustion 
by day and night counterattacks. 

Stalingrad remained in grave 
however, since the Germans 
appeared intent on occupying the 
Volga city and thereby provide a 
victory needed not only for mili- 
tary reasons but for home front 
morale as well. 

(The German conmuniane, 
unusually brief, said that a 
conquered industrial area had 
been mopped up and that 
planes attacking east of the 
Volga destroyed 11 oil trains. 
Further progress was claimed 
in the western Caucasus 
where a fortified mountain 
was claimed. Bombing at- 
lacks were reported on the 
central front where the Ger- 
mans have said there are vast 
Russian troop movements, 
hinting at a new Russian of- 
fensive.)

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Time Is Called

In Oil Crisis 


Weakness in Offensive 
Causes Steady Drain 
on Gas Reserves.

PEARL HARBOR, Oct. 19.—() 


Time is an ally of the Japanese; 


working against the United Na- 
tions in the Pacific war in one 
important military factor, the 
matter of gasoline and fuel oil 


supplies, authorities whose opin- 
ion carries weight said today. 

A weakness in Japan’s offen- 

ve power, said these sources, 
who can not be _ identified by 
‘mame, has been the steady drain 
on gasoline and fuel reserves 
without the production for re- 
placement. But time may change 
this. : 
Japan launched her war effort 
with a large reserve of oil, a large 
part of which was purchased in 
the United States. Its own re- 
sources are relatively nil, the pro- 
duction of the Sakhalin island, 
half of which is owned by Japan 
and half by Soviet Russia. 

Official U. S. Navy estimates 
were that Japan had a fuel re- 
serve of two years for her war 
machine. British estimates were 
that the supply was ample for 
only 18 months. 

One of the prime objectives in 
Japan’s southwest Pacific drive 
was the 60,000,000 barrels a year 
production of the Netherlands 
East Indies. For more than 10 
years Japan had been infiltrating 
this area, buying oil rights wher- 
ever possible. 

Today Japan holds this oil-pro- 
ducing area, and in addition to 
the oil fields of Burma, which be- 
fore the conquest produced §8,- 
000,000 barrels a year. 

Experts familiar with the plans 
for destruction of the N. E. I. oil 
fields in event of Japanese con- 
quest figured that it would take 
from six to 18 months to restore 
the fields to production. It ‘is 
known that Japan was prepared 
wita tools and machinery to re- 
pair the destruction of refineries 
and redrill dynamited wells. 

The problem of oil shipment 
is the key to its use. Japan had 
an oiler fleet comparable to if 
not greater than that of the Unit- 
ed States at the outbreak of the 
war. Official announcements to 
date indicate that three American 
oilers of the Navy and four Jap- 


anese naval oilers have been

to eastern Japanese outposts. 

e Japanese occupied the fa- 
mous Tarakan fields on the east 
coast of Borneo, noted for their 
exceptionally high quality, on 
January 10. They occupied the 
Samarinda oil fields north and 
south of Balik Papan, on the 
Borneo east coast February 6. 
The Tarakan fields were subject 
to a hurried job of destruction, 
and are believed to be already re- 
stored to production. The Sama- 
rinda fields’ destruction was a 
more thorough job. 

The Japanese moved into the 
Dutch naval base of Amboina Jan- 
uary 31, and obtained control of 
the Ceram oil fields. 

Palembang Fields. 

On February 14 Japanese para- 
chute troops, a force of 700, 
dropped from transport planes on 
the Palembang oil fields, which 
a large task force landed at the 
mouth of the Musi river, 50 miles 
distant. By February 20 Japan 
had occupied the richest prize in 
the Indies, the Sumatra oil fields. 
Later they took Java.

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Landing in Liberia 

Landing of a United States force in Liberia, 
on the west coast of Africa, may eventually 
prove a significant and important step in the 
strategy of this world-wide war. 

Vichy revealed that our troops have landed 
there, though it is as yet unconfirmed by Wash- 
ington. 

Commentators have stressed the possibility 
that this landing may eventually lead to an 
attack, by the United Nations, against Dakar. 
Dakar is the African port, held by the Vichy 
French, which has always been recognized as 
a serious potential menace to our side in the 
great conflict. Dakar is the nearest point for 
an attack against the Americas. It is only 
1,500 miles from Dakar to the coast of Brazil. 

Monrovia, the chief port af Liberia, and 
its capital, is approximately 700 miles south 
of Dakar. However, an overland campaign 
from this point against the French stronghold 
would involve terrific problems. The interior 
of Liberia is five-sixths tropical forest, there 
are practically no roads, even forest trails are 
scarce and the rivers are not navigable save 
for a few miles near their mouths. 

However, there are other possibilities in Li- 
beria which may explain the United States oc- 
cupation force landed there. There is sig- 
nificance in the fact that rubber was one of 
the principal exports of the little republic be- 
fore the war. At one time, too, it exported 
much coffee, though this trade has declined in 
later years. However, rubber and coffee are 
two articles scarce in the United States to- 
day, and it may be some relief to the scarcity 
may be derived from Liberia. Other exports 
include palm oil, palm nuts, fine woods and 
gums. All of which are important materials 
in war production. 

The origin of Liberia is one of the most in- 
teresting of any country in the world. It was 
acquired by an American society as a home- 
land for colonizing free Negroes from the Unit- 
ed States, in 1817. It became a republic in 
1847. The name, Liberia, was suggested by 
a Colonel Harper, of Maryland, a leader in the 
Negro colonization scheme. He also suggested 
the name of the capital city, Monrovia. That 
was honoring the then President of the United 
States, James Monroe. 

Today there are approximately 20,000 for- 
meriy American Negroes, or their descendants, 
in Liberia. These live in the coastal towns and 
settiements and are occupied almost entirely 
in trade. They have failed to develop agri- 
culture or manufacturing to any extent. There 
are some 60,000 coast natives who come into 
contact with the Liberian government and 
trade centers and perhaps 1,500,000 natives in 
the interior, who are outright savages, rarely 
having contact with the outside world. 

Liberia is a strange country and American 
boys, among the troops landed there, must be 
undergoing strange experiences. But it is more 
probable that the object of that landing is the 
rubber and coffee and oil which may be se- 
cured, than any overland attack against so 
Strong a place as Dakar, hundreds of jungle 


miles away.

Disservice to the South 

It is poor service to the south, when such 
men as Senators “Cotton Ed” Smith, of South 
Carolina, Bankhead, of Alabama, and McKel- 
lar, of Tennessee, publicly express views indi- 
cating their willingness to jeopardize the entire 
war program if thereby they can gain a fancied 
advantage for this section. 


People of the south, with few exceptions, 
want only one thing of their congress and their 
government today. That is, such conduct of the 
war that victory shall come at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. All considerations of sectional 
advantage, benefit or preference are so second- 
ary to this consideration they cannot be con- 
sidered at the same time, 


Yet, Senator McKellar is quoted as advocat- 
ing a delay, a further delay, of 60 or 90 days in 
the rubber situation, in order that the compara- 
tive quality of cotton and rayon in tire fabrics 
may be decided. William Jeffers, head of the 
rubber program, rightfully rebuked the Ten- 
nesseean when he refused that delay and 
asserted “I’m not going to be too late with too 
little in military tire production.” 


The comparative value of cotton and rayon 
in this usage is a minor consideration. Military 
men have said they prefer rayon. Production 
ris been planned on the rayon basis. Whether 
or not cotton could be shown to be superior, 
the additional delay involved in such showing 
would more than offset any fancied gain.

Officials of the Georgia Power Company 
have disclosed that on the basis of comparative 
figures, streetcar and bus delays have. been 
reduced by at least 45 per cent since work began 
on the speed-up car stop program in the At- 
lanta metropolitan area. The program of 
eliminating more than 500 stops from a total 
of more than 2,000, plus the relocating of 170 
other stops, began about two weeks or more 
ago. Thus it appears conclusively the result 
is definitely cheering. 


Atlantans took this program in stride. There 
has been virtually no fuss or feathers from 
the riding public. That mass of men, women 
and children simply accepted a wartime meas- 
ure in a cheerful, co-operative way, and for 
this they are to be congratulated. After all, it 
is so easy to gripe and complain about so-called 
inconveniences. The fact there were practically 
no growls is in itself a tribute to Atlanta’s 
willingness to do its part during the emer- 
gency. 

To those riders who made this record pos- 
sible, it will come as welcome news to know 
their efforts have meant this speed-up program 
is accomplishing its purpose. It is not only 
speeding transit service. It is saving rubber 
and other critical materials.

In some time as a prominently displayed editorial carried by Life 
magazine in last week’s issue professing to speak for a large portion 
of the American people in demanding that British strategists cease 
planning the war to hold their empire together 
on penalty of losing the United States as an 

ally. 

Implications of the editorial, which was 
rather vaguely and somewhgt loosely written, 
were that the British have been more con- 
cerned with holding the empire intact than in 
Winning the war. 

The resentment of the British press was so 
furious that it has been necessary for Henry 
R. Luce, editor of Life magazine, to apologize 
to the English people for the “misunderstand- 
ing’ caused by the editorial. 

No specification of charges was made in the 
editorial. The nearest approach to it was con- 
tained in a criticism of British handling of the 
Indian question as conflicting with some of the 
freedoms and principles for which the United 
Nations are fightipg. 

Aside from the merit of any of the principles 
discussed, Life seems to have been highly presumptuous in setting 
itself up as the spokesman for the American people. The editorial 
was addressed as an open letter to the people of England, who were 
warned that they would lose us on their side in the war if they 
did not “quit fighting a war to hold the empire.” 

The best proof that Life’s attack was ill-tempered and ill- 
advised is found in the fact that the Goebbels propaganda ministry 
picked it up and gave it widespread distribution in Germany as 
evidence of a growing rift in Anglo-American relations. 


CHARGES UNFOUNDED Our own government officials see 


nothing in the British conduct of: 


the war to support the magazine’s charges. If the British have 
hesitated to give India its full freedom now as the price of collabo- 
ration in the war effort, there are other considerations involved 
over and above any natural desire to hold the empire together, 
Close students of India’s many conflicting religious sects are author- 
ity for the statement that the complete severance of British au- 
thority at this time would give rise to one of the bloodiest revo- 
lutions in all history. 

In the face of such. a prospect, who can say that it would be 
wise policy for the British to give the freedom which Gandhi and 
his cohorts are demanding? 

The Life editorial revives a question which seems to have been 
given entirely too much emphasis in our discussion of world prob- 
lems. Ever since the Indian crisis arose an effort has been made 
by segments of the crusading press to make it appear that America 
had a vital interest in the proper adjustment of that problem. Noth- 
ing is probably farther from: the truth. The rank and file of the 
American people have no more interest in British management of 
her Far Eastern domain than they have in what goes on in Tibet, 
except in its relation to the war effort, 


PROFESSIONAL HATERS _ Too often such topics as: India 


are introduced in our national 
life by the professional haters of the British people as a means of 
stirring up strife between the two countries. Life lends itself to 
a minor indictment on this score. 

Nothing is to be accomplished by a great magazine raising such 
an issue at this time. Only misgivings and doubts are created by 
such an attack. Certainly Life was not reflecting the sentiments 
of a large portion of our people, as it claimed. The editorial it 
carried represented only the animus of its own editor. 

More of the contrary of what Life had to say is probably true 
than its editors realize, The American people have a genuine in- 
terest in the maintenance of the British Empire. Not until some 
world crisis, such as the present war, comes along are we aware 
of its importance to our own national security. Our conquest of 
the commercial world has been achieved under the protection of 
the navy which the British Empire made it possible for the English 
people to maintain. 


130 YEARS OF PEACE For 130 years we have lived in peace 

with the British Empire. During that 
time we have grown from a mere strip of a nation—an offspring 
of England——-to the most powerful country in the world. We have 
never considered it necessary to compete with Britain in naval 
power for the simple reason that we had no occasion to distrust 
her. In our rise to commercial supremacy, although we had many 
conflicting economic interests with her, we never felt any fear of 
her naval power for the reason that we had confidence in her com- 
mon concepts of international justice. 

We never would have been able to give the same degree of 
confidence to Germany, for example. There is no doubt that if 
we had been able to remain neutral and Germany had won the 
last war, the years of peace following that conflict would have 
witnessed the greatest period of military preparation this country 
had ever seen. Distrusting the Germans where we have trusted 
the English, we would have been compelled to immediately launch 
upon the greatest naval building program in our history up to that 
time, 


OUR BULWARK The best illustration of the feeling of 


security we have unconsciously derived 
from the existence of the British navy is the national terror which 
seized us after the sudden fall of France in 1940, when there ap- 
peared to be a grave danger of the British also going down. Our 
officials saw the immediate threat to us if Hitler came into posses- 
sion of the British fleet. We would have been utterly helpless to 
defend ourselves. Even at that time it was evident to most of our 
far-sighted statesmen that we could not escape an ultimate armed 
clash with the German scheme for world domination. 
The British Empire provided the bulwark of protection for us 
while we got prepared. But for this, the blow at Pearl Harbor 
mignt have been struck a year and a half earlier.

THE PAY-OFF A quarter of a million Japanese are reported 
on the Island of Truk. 

That is a small island not likely to be named on the average map. 

It would be crowded with a quarter of a million men. Its 
normal population, natives and Japanese, is about 17,000. 

The odds are the Japanese have that many 
men there, with a possible share being on one 
of the adjacent islands. 

The Spaniards discovered 
Islands in their early explorations. The United 
States sent a few misionaries there. Fifty years 
ago one of the missionaries was murdered by 
the natives and Japanese. It was a small in- 
ternational incident. 

In 1899 the Germans bought the islands, 
having in mind then bases for a naval expan- 
sion in world conquest. 

The Japanese got them after the first World 
War as part of their share of the loot. 

Since that time the Japanese have made 
those islands, particularly Truk, their strongest 
base. Truk, and the associated islands are much 
stronger, in fortification, guns and airports than 
any other part of the Japanese empire. 

. The islands are a screen for Japan itself. 
They also are a forward wall for any attack. 

The Caroline Islands, a few dots on the map in your home atlas 
or the school geography your son or daughter has, are close—as 
distances go in the Pacific—to Hawaii, to Australia, New Zealand 
and any other of the islands. 

They are a really short distance from New Guinea, which the 
Japanese practically control, and from New Guinea to Australia 
is but another short hop. 

In other words, the Japanese, if they really have 250,000 men 
at Truk, and it has not been officially confirmed, but probably is 
true, are ready for something. 


A GAMBLE The iron dice are in the air. 
be sure. 

Japan is gambling. 

Japan has a stack of bills in front of her and can afford to be 
a little more reckless than the United States and Australia. 

If Japan wins the gamble of ships, planes and men, she can go 
on and take Australia. That would then be simple. 

If Japan loses the gamble around the Solomons and New Guinea, 
she can retire to her mandated islands, the Carolines and the Mare 
shall Islands, and stand off attacks with her airplanes and sub- 
marines, 

If the United States and Australia move in with all they've got— 
and lose a lot of ships and men—then the Japanese can move in on 
top of the disaster and smash into Australia before any substantial 
help could reach there. 

That is why I say that in this game with the iron dice of war, 
Japan can afford to take a few chances. 

No one knows what strategy General MacArthur is using. This 
is his show—his and the Navy’s—but he is in supreme command 
of that area. 

The average American is sick over the Solomons and what is 
happening there. 

The average American will want to know why they ever sent 
the Marines in there if there was not a plan. made which would 
supply and sustain them with men and materials. 

There is no ready answer. There must be one. We know we 
lost three cruisers in the show. A cruiser is a big war vessel. It 
requires a year to build one. If we lost three cruisers we likely 
lost other vessels. Maybe we took too much of a hammering to 
maintain the original plan. 

Maybe we are maintaining it. There is no hint yet that we are 
not carrying out counter-measures.

Anything That Hinders Russia 
Leaves a Bigger Job for Our Boys

People confuse themselves when they say the “big oil companies” 
do this or that. When it is said in that way, it seems impersonal. 
But these big oil companies are managed by men, and what is done 
in their name is done by one high official or a few directors. 

These men are citizens, like the rest of us, but the wealth they 
represent and control gives them great power. 

This power has enabled them in the past to deal with govern- 
ments on a basis of equality. They made agreements that were 
like treaties. In many places their will was like law. 

Using such power gave them wrong ideas. They thought the 
power came from wealth alone. And therefore they concluded that 
their power would continue, in war as in peace, and no matter 
who won the war. 

But this is a new kind of war. Hitler and the Japs are no 
respecters of other people’s wealth. They take what they want. 
Thieves do not respect rights. And the greatest and proudest and 
most arrogant of oil companies may lose the greater part of its 
property by one advance of the conquering armies. 

Thus the top men who manage the oil companies have learned, 
or should have learned, that their power is not derived from wealth 
alone but depends upon the power of the nation behind them. 

Their wealth survives, if at all, because they are backed by 130 
million of us. They will be saved, if at all, because 130 million of 
us fight for them while fighting for ourselves. Without our back- 
ing, they and their wealth would be as helpless as a fat goose 
roosting within reach of a hungry. fox. 

This being true, it would seem reasonable to assert that they 
owe something to us—that they should think of their country’s 
welfare before their own profits. 

Today the Russians are fighting desperately with their backs to 
a wall—losing slowly but surely, and losing in part for want of 
aviation gasoline. They still have oil, but they need cracking plants. 

They bought two such plants in America—-or tried to buy them, 
It is rumored that the State Department asked the oil companies 
to stall. At any rate they stalled, and the cracking plants that 
might now be saving Russia are still in America. 

Prejudice against Russia has caused many blunders for which 
American boys must pay with their blood.

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Between-Meal Snacks 
Merely Rob Thin Girls 


Ot Their Appetites 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


All you thin girls ought to stop 
eating between meals. That choc- 
olate soda, or tea and frosted 
cakes, around 4 o’clock won’t help 
you to gain. Such snacks put 
pounds on the fat girls but only 
take away what appetite you 
have. 

How about it, girls? Your plan 
has failed, so why not try mine? 
Pin yourself down to three whole- 
some meals a day and cut out the 
nibbling—and that goes for what 
you get at the cocktail hour. 


There are two things against 
piece-mealing. It not only spoils 
your appetite but it keeps you 
from getting the protective nu- 


trients needed to build up your | 


vitality. One skinny movie star, 
who ate between meals for years 
in an attempt to gain, lost weight 
steadily. She finally got down be- 
low 90 pounds. Then, on her doc- 
tor’s orders, she cut out the nib- 
bling and concentrated on three 
good meals a day, plus extra 
vitamin B. In a single week she 
gained five and one half pounds, 
and she kept on gaining until she 
was up to normal weight and 
health. 


Eating between meals doesn’t 
include milk. If your food ca- 
pacity is small and you can’t eat 
much at a time, it’s an excellent 
plan to drink your milk between 
meals and before retiring. The 
general rule for weight gaining 
is to have your glass of milk one- 
third cream but whole milk does 
very nicely. By drinking three 
glasses of whole milk a day you 


to add 500 calories to your daily 
requirement in order to gain at 
the rate of one pound per week. 

Another important rule is to 
have your meals at the same time 
every day. That, of course, is a 
good rule for everyone but espe- 
cially for you girls who are too 
thin. You are apt to lose your 
appetite completely when “you go 
past.the usual meal hour. And 
when you miss a meal it’s serious. 
Your small food capacity keeps 
you from making up the calories 
you have missed. 

You can gradually increase your 
capacity by taking just a little 
more food at each meal. 


You would do well to add a 
second piece of bread and an- 
other pat of butter to your usual 
fare in addition to the milk be- 
tween meals. Your menus should 
always be built around the pro- 
tective foods. You need the es- 
sentials they furnish. Here are 
the foods you should have every 
day—milk, fruits, a green salad, a 
green leafy and a yellow vege- 


and baked or broiled meats. 

You can get the calories you 
need to gain on by having cream 
soups, sauces, scalloped dishes, 
plenty of butter and cream, and 
simple — desserts. Leave rich, 
heavy foods out of the menu. 
Fried foods are hard to digest and 
rich pastries and heavy desserts 
don’t contribute enough nutrients 
along with the calories.
